HIS LIFE 
AND WORK, 


Garret Augustus Hobart, vice presi- 
ent of the United States, died at his 
ome in Paterson, N. J., Tuesday 
orning at half past eight o'clock. 
Garret A. Hobart was an American 
,an of affairs. It was said of him that 
e aided in the organization and de- 
elopment of more mercantile enter- 
rises than any other citizen of New 
ersey. His grasp of business affairs 


,ade 
him a leader when he turned to 


ffairsof state. He was equally at 
ome as the chairman of a national 
ommittee or as the head of a railroad 
ireetorate. He never shipped as a 
.ere passenger; lie was always at the 
elm and held the ship on her course 
he only great political honor he ever 
sked for was the nomination to the 
ice presidency and this honor was 
aid him as a natural right after he 
ad brought about the election of a 
epublican governor in his home state, 
he first one in thirty years. 
Mr. Hobart came of English and 
ulch stock and was born on a farm 
ear Long Branch on June 30, 1844 


He was graduated from Rutgers col- 
ege in 1863 and went to Paterson to 
tudy law in the office of Socrates 
uttle, whose daughter he married six 
ears later. 
Before young Hobart 


ent to Paterson, the story is related, 
e used his earnings as a school teach- 
r to buy a suit of clothes and the re- 
ainder of his savings, SI 50, was his 
ntire capital. He was admitted to the 
ar in 1866, and three years later he 
ecame a counselor. His political ca- 
eer began in 1871, when he was elect- 
d city counsel of Paterson by the Re- 
ublicans. He declined a renomina- 
lon, but ran for the assembly from 
he Third district and won. He went 
ack to his second term as speaker of 
he assembly. He declined a third 
ornination and a year later he was 


state senator from Passaic

hat sent John R. McPherson to Wash- 
ngton. Early in his career in the 
tate senate he became a member of 
he Republican state committee and 
erved for more than a decade as its 
aairman, resigning in 1391. He en- 
ered the national committee in 1884 
nd became vice chairman in 1392 
In 


le national committee he was recogniz- 
d as a man of exhaustless energy and 
[valuable executive ability. 
It was said of Mr. Hobart that his 
reatest strength as a politician lay in 
is wonderful ability to gauge the 
emper and views of people as to men 
nd measures. It is to be a matter of 
ecord that he never made a wrong 
olitical prediction. It was seldom 
hat a prediction as to the result 
f an election could be obtained from 
im, but once made men came to learn 
o pin their faith to it. 
Mr. Hobart's business interests were 


manifold, his grasp of both law and 
usiness making him an adviser much 
oueht after. His first trust of import- 
nee was the receivership of the New 
ersey Midland railroad. 
He was also 


eceiver of the Montelair railroad and 
he Jersey City and Albany line. In 
380 the First National Bank of New- 
.rk failed. In less than six months 
Mr. Hobart, who was the receiver, had 
;losed up affairs, paying depositors in 
nil. 


When he died Mr. Hobart was not in 


,he directorates of so many corpora- 
ilons as a few years ago, as he resign- 
ed ofSee in many before taking the 
oath of vice president. 
He was then 


recorded as directing the general man- 
agement of the East Jersey Water com 
pany, as president of the Passaic Wa- 
,er company, of the Aequackanonk 
iVater company, the Paterson Railroad 
company (a consolidation of trolley 
lues), president of the Morris County 
railroad and of the People's Gas com- 
pany. Besides these offices he was in 
many directorates, among them being 
the First National Bank of Paterson, 
the Paterson Savings Institution, the 
New York, Susquehanna and Western 
company, the American Cotton Oil 
company,the Edison Illuminating com- 
pany, the Lehigh and Hudson River 
•ailroad,the Pioneer Silk company, the 
Barbour Flax Spinning company and 
Barbour Brothers' company. He was 
also a trustee and administrator of es- 
tates. 


Mr. Hobart's associates were ever 


fond of relating stories of his wonder- 
ful grasp of details. Although a di- 
rector of three score companies, he 
knew what each one was doing and at 
fie meetings of directors he often sur- 
prised his friends by correcting Eome 
error in a report or answering a ques- 
tion about some minute detail. As 
president of the senate his remark- 
able memory was often in evidence. 


Mr. Hobart was a great arbitrator 


He had a knack of smoothing over 
rough places. He was of genial pres- 
ence and drew men to him. In his 
home life he was known as a man who 
loved and who was loved by all his 
kinsfolk. He was charitable to a fault. 
He had a wide acquaintance among 
men of all parties and he had many 
warm friends among his political op-

ion to the vice presidency, but merely to 
insure a succession to the presidency 


By the death ot Vice President Ho- 


bart Senator William Pitt Fry, of 
Maine, becomes president pro tempore 
of the senate and will discharge all 
the duties of the vice president as pre- 
siding officer of that body. 
THe senate 


rules specifically provide that no elec- 
tion is necessary at the beginning of 
the session. Senator Frye, according- 
ly, will continue as presiding officer 
till the end of President MeKinley's 
administration, unless he chooses to 
resign or the senate wishes to elect 
another senator to the office. 


The main features of the succession 


law are as follows : Be it enacted, etc., 
that in case of a removal, death, resig- 
nation or inability of both the presi- 
dent and vice president of the United 
States, the secretary of state, or secre- 
tary of the treasury, or secretary of 
war, or attorney general, or postmast- 
er general, or secretary of the navy, or 
secretary of the interior shall act as 
president until the disability of the 
president is removed, or a president 
shall be elected. 


The law further provides that when 


one of the above cabinet officers suc- 
ceeds to the presidency, he shall call a 
special session of congress. A proviso 
limits the succession to those who 
would be eligible to the presidency 
under the terms of the constitution, 
and who have been appointed with the 
advice and consent of the senate. 


A curious coincidence of the death of 


Vice President Hobart is found in the 
fact that of the six vice presidents who 
have died in office four died in the 
same month, the death of Mr. Hobart 
being the 21st of November,lS99;that of 
Henry Wilson, the 23d of November, 


1875, 
that of Elbridge Gerry, Novem- 


ber 23, 1814, and that of Thomas A 
Hendricks, November 24, 1885. 
The 


other two vice presidents who died in 
office were George Clinton and Wil- 
liam R. King. The former died April 
20, 1813, and the latter April 17, 1353.

R. Sewell Wright died at the St. 


James hotel, Washington, D. C., at 
half past ten o'clock Wednesday night. 


Richard Sewell Wright was born at 


Pleasantville July 29, 1853. He was a 
son of Jacob H. and Nancy A. Wright. 
He came to Bedford in 1876 and, with 
his brother, the Hon. John C. Wright, 
engaged in the dry goods business. 
During the thirteen years of its ex- 
istence this firm won a high position 
in the business world. The Wright 
brothers were known throughout the 
county as the leading dry goods dealers 
in this part of the state. Their in- 
dustry, honesty and fairness gained 
for them a large trade and the 
good opinion of all 
right-thinking 


people. The Messrs. Wright retired 
from business in 1889, with a record 
of which they were justly proud. 


For the past two or three years the 


deceased had been in the employ of 
the Bedford Springs company. When 
the hotel was open he acted as steward 
and some times in the fall and winter 
traveled in the interest of the Bedford 
mineral water. It was while thus en- 
gaged that he contracted the sickness 
which finally resulted in death. Two 
years ago while in Cincinnati, 0., he 
caught cold, which developed into 
consumption and finally extinguished 
the vital spark 
Although in a feeble 


condition physically, Mr. Wright con- 
tinued to perform his duties faithfully 
and well until within a few months 
ago, when he was compelled to give up 
his work. He gradually became worse 
and on Wednesday of this week, ac- 
companied by his devoted wife," he 
started for North Carolina, hoping the 
change of climate would be beneficial.

to the rescue of the Wall street crowd, 
by purchasing $25,000,000 worth of gov- 
ernment bonds. Not two hours before 
he order was officially issued to buy 
those bonds Secretary Gage assured 
newspaper men that no bonds would 
be bought. 
Later he received his 


orders from Wall street and promptly 
obeyed by ordering a purchase of 
bonds. 
When the Wall street gang 


squeezes the public, the government 
never goes to the relief of the public, 
but let the screws be turned a few times 
on the big speculators and the treas- 
ury dumps a big wad of public money 
into Wall street to ease the pinch and 
the gullible public is expected to ac- 
cept the statement that it is a patriotic 
act, done to prevent a financial panic, 
when it is well known that it is really 
done to prevent loss on the part of the 
big speculators, who do not hesitate to 
make situations threatening a money 
panic whenever they think it profitable 
to do so, because of their knowledge 
that the United States treasury is be- 
hind them. There will come a time- 
it will have to come—when Wall street 
speculators will not dictate the actions 
of the United States treasury, but it 
will not come until there is an admin- 
istration in power which does not owe 
its election to money put up by the 
great speculators of the country 
There will be a chance to elect such an 
administration next year.

after experiment has been tried to de- 
termine the best method of treating a 
prairie road. The difficulty under the 
old road law was that there were as 
many theories as there were road su- 
pervisors aud no uniformity of action. 
There were no engineers to direct or 
supervise road btiildiug. and after ex- 
periments h».d been tried and after a 
great amount of bard work had been 
done it was generally found at the 
close of any given year that tbe roads 
were in as bad condition as they bad 
been at the beginning of the year. 


Tbe result was that wben the farmer 


had leisure1 to market bis products and 
when prices were the highest be was 
cut off from markets by mud roads. 
While the farmer iu the good road dis- 
trict of Ohio or North Carolina or Ten- 
nessee was hauling to market as much 
as he could put on his two horse wag- 
on tbe Illinois farmer was hauling one- 
half or one-fourth as much with four 
horses and making half as many trips.

Illinois farmer that he ought to have 
better roads.

More Miles Tunn Yon Can Conut.

Statements as to tbe distance of the 


pole star from tbe earth which have 
appeared in some of tbe newspapers 
lately have been ridiculously Inade- 
quate. One of tbe estimates made is 
255,000,000 miles. Now, if one will re- 
member that tbe sun Is 93,000,000 miles 
away and that its light comes to us in 
eight minutes, lie will see tbat If the 
foregoing estimate of the distance of 
the pole star were right its beams 
could reach us In about 15 days. It 
would be only about 2.700 times as far 
off as the sun. 


Light travels 6.000.000.000.000 miles 


in a year, and even the most modest 
guesses as to tbe parallax of Polaris 
make it 3D light years. Prltcbard's es- 
timate in 1SS7 was 90 light years, but 
he has since rnodiSed his figures. 
Hence, if one will write 210 and add 12 
ciphers thereto be will have the num- 
ber of miles which the most conserv- 
ative authorities believe intervene be- 
tween tbe earth and tbe pole star.— 
New York Tribune.

President's proclamation. 


After the cabinet meeting on Tues- 


day the president issued the following 
proclamation : 


To the People of the United States : 
Garret Augustus Hobart, vice presi- 


dent of the United States, died at his 
home in Paterson, N. J., at 8 30 o'clock 
this morning. In him the nation has 
lost one of its most illustrious citizens 
and one of its most faithful servants. 
His participation in the business life 
and the law-making body of his native 
state was marked by unswerving fideli- 
ty and by a high order of talents and at- 
tainments; and his too brief career as 
vice president of the United States and 
president of the senate exhibited the 
loftiest qualities of upright and saga 
cious statesmanship. In the world
